The application has been amended as follows: 



Cancel claims 14 and 25. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-13, 15, 16, 18-24, and 26-29 are allowed. These claims will be 
renumbered as 1-24. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 1 , 15, 19 and 26 define a system for verifying the identity of an individual. In 
doing so, tissue spectral data is obtained from the individual (i.e., referred to as the 
"target individual") by application of plural optical wavelengths to subepidermal tissue 
and measuring the plural wavelengths emanating from the tissue. A difference is 
calculated between the target tissue spectral data and previously stored authorization 
tissue spectral data from individuals having known identities (i.e., reference data). The 
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claimed invention distinguishes over the prior art in that, in order to positively verify the 
target individual's identity, a consistency of the calculated difference is "confirmed" with 
a database having a plurality of intra-patient difference spectra for the target individual 
(i.e., as in claim 1), or a plurality of intra-patient difference spectra of the authorized 
database (i.e., as in claims 15, 19 and 26). This consistency check, where a difference 
between the spectra is compared with a database of such differences to ensure 
consistency, ensures an accurate identification of the target individual as well as 
robustness against instrumental and environmental effects as described at specification 
page 23. 

The prior art of record and previously applied to the claims does not anticipate 
individual identification by application of plural optical wavelengths to subepidermal 
tissue and measuring the plural wavelengths emanating from the tissue . 

The most pertinent prior art to the allowable claims is Wunderman et al. (US 
6,122,042 A). Wunderman discloses a biometric identification method (i.e., the 
embodiment of figure 12 is relied upon here) comprising: obtaining target tissue spectral 
data from subepidermal tissue of the target individual (the target individual is the 
"individual" being identified according to the embodiment of figure 12; see "individuals" 
at column 37, line 56 and "each respective individual" at column 39, line 61; spectral 
data is measured by the "IDEA probe assemblies 168" as described at column 37, line 
63 and depicted in figure 12; NOTE: the spectral data is referred to as the "OSVs" at 
column 38, line 26; OSVs are variables that are "related to the identification" of the 
subject being examined as described at column 37, line 18; in the case of figure 12, the 
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subject is a human, or target individual; the OSVs are optical spectra; i.e., "spectral 
distribution" at column 7, line 43, "optical frequencies" at column 8, line 23; in particular, 
the OSVs are "differences in ... separate-algebraically calculated and the 
simultaneously-applied measured sums" of different illumination wavelengths as 
described at column 9, line 42; the differences "constitute signature bearing 
discriminations useful to identify the material" at line 44; in summary, different 
illumination wavelengths are applied to the material [i.e., skin in the case of figure 12] 
and differences between simultaneously applied and separately calculated sums relate 
to a signature of the material) by applying plural optical wavelengths to the 
subepidermal tissue (e.g., figure 1A, numeral 30) and measuring plural wavelengths 
emanating from the tissue (e.g., figure 1 A, numeral 34); and positively verifying the 
target individual ("overall match criteria" at column 39, line 53 and "correctly identifying 
individuals" at line 55) by taking a difference between the target individual's spectral 
data and authorization tissue spectral data ("mean square difference" at column 39, line 
49). However, Wunderman does not suggest or teach confirming the consistency of the 
difference with a database having plurality of intra-patient difference spectral data as 
claimed.
